There  are  only  five  specimens 
known  of  the  Parsons  $5,  including  the  one  U.  S.  Mint.  The  Moffat 
Ingot  $18  is  very  rare.  The  last  specimen  I had  and  the  last  quot- 
ation I could  put  my  hands  on  is  the  one  that  was  in  my  sale  of  the 
Gregory  col  ection,  very  fine.  It  sold  for  $380.  The  Mormon  $10  was 
offered  to  me  described  as  extremely  fine,  almost  ‘uncirculated,  with 
only  the  slightest  touch  of  circulation  on  the  highest  oints,  and 
was  brought  up  to  me  and  shown  to  me  , and  I saw  at  once  that  the 
was  only  "very  good" -"thoroughly  worn"  , and  not  worth  the  c ' that  I 

told  him  3 would  give  for  it  if  it  was  as  so  describ  d.  This  arty 
has  since  quoted  me  as  having  offered  the  price  for  his  coin,  which  I 
certainly  did  not,  as  it  was  not  in  the  condition  as  descr  bed  by  him.

I have  ordered  the  Mohur  of  Mubarak  Shah. 

No  intimation  was  made  by  Mr.  Bement  as  to  how  he  would 
dispose  of  his  collection.  I have  not  heard  anything  as  it  is  so 
recent  since  his  decease.  I am  in  friendly  relations  with  his 
daughter,  w7ho  lived  with  him.  If  the  collection  should  be  placed 
in  mv  charge,  I shall  acquaint  you  with  it  or  if  I have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  specimens  for  a patron,  I will  also  advise  you. 

In  any  discussion  with  him  as  to  the  disposition  of  his  collection, 

Nation  or  by  some  large  museum. 

It  would  be  a beautiful  and  nagnificient  collection  of  the 
highest  artistic  merit#  and  archeological  interest#  for  you  to  pos- 
sess , and  it  would  be  worth  while  to  make  it  a chief  possession.  It 
contains  many  pieces  of  the  highest  artistic  merit.  C^ins  far  above 
in  beauty,  rarity  and  value  the  Greek  Coins  usually  appearing  in  fine 
collections.  He  has  bought  nanv  coins  worth  f"rom  .$1000  to  $3000  each 
and  even  within  the  last  few  years.  For  Instance,  I sold  him  about  s 
years  am  a variety  of  a Tetradrachm  of  Syracuse  by  the  artist  Parmi  , 


or  a discussion  which  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  it  , he  seemed  t 

give  the  impression  that  it  might  be  rurchased  as  a whole  bv  the 
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with  the  small  head  of  Sileno^s  below  the  neck,  of  which  two  others  are 
known,  one  in  Munich  and  the  other  in  London,  for  .$1200.  I obtained  it 
direct  from  Sicily,  and  the  owner  at  first  demanded  $1800  for  it,  and 
claimed  it  was  unique  , but  as  I knew'  of  these  two  other  specimens  , I was 
able  to  persuade  him  to  reduce  his  price. 

Even  within  the  last  two  year3  he  has  purchased  many  of  the 
gems  from  the  collection  of  Dr.  WebtEr  of  London,  which  was  disposed  pri- 
vately. He  told  me  he  paid  $1500,  $2000  , $3000  for  specimens,  and  in 
one  purchase  had  bought  fifteen  such  price  pieces.  The  collection  of 
Greek  and  Roman  Coins,  I should  guess,  is  worth  from  $50,000  to  $100,000. 

Mr.  Bement  was  confined  to  his  bed  for  the  last  two  years,  and 
the  last  time  I saw  him  was  last  April . On  subsequent  calls  he  was  too 
ill  to  see  me. 

I should  be  elad  if  you  would  purchase  it  as  a whole,  and  if  I 
could  make  the  heirs  such  a proposition,  I think  it  would  interest  them, 
and  might  save  its  dispersal  or  its  being-  placed  in  a musefum  where  it 
would  not  receive  the  intense  attention  and  study  the  love  of  a pri- 
vate owner .

I immediately  wrote  a 
thoughtful  letter  to  Mr.  Bement *s  daughter,  and  left  it  at 
her  hotel  about  5 P.M.  About  9 P.M.  her  husband,  Mr.  Moore, 
called  me  on  the  phone  stating  that  they  received  the  letter 
and  would  like  the  idea  of  selling  it  as  a whole,  and  would 
"immediately"  forward  the  letter  to  his  other  brother-in-law 
in  New  York  for  consideration.  He  said  they  had  not  yet  def- 
initely estimated  its  \aluation  , and  would  communicate  with 
me  , etc . 

As  soon  as  I hear  from  the  executors  , I will  write 
you  giving  all  information  in  my  power.

My  dear  Mr.  Garrett :- 

The  New  York  son-in-law  of  Mr.  Bement  cane  over  this  morn- 
ing , and  I have  had  a meeting  with  the  two  executors  regarding  the 
collection  of  coins.  The  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  collection,  Mr. 

Bement  informed  them  before  his  death  was  $237', 000.  After  discussion 
they  announced  that  they  would  make  the  price  $200  ,000  , including  my 
commission  of  5$;  but  as  I am  acting  under  your  requests,  on  your  be- 
half, according  to  your  previous  letter  and  that  of  the  5th  instant 
in  which  you  write,  "I  count  on  you  to  keep  me  in  touch  with  develop- 
ments", I name  the  net  price  to  the  estate  to  you  of  $190,000,  and  you 
to  pay  my  commission,  so  you  may  know  that  I am  working  in  your  interest 
and  receive  no  fee  nor  profit  from  the  estate. 

You  would  be  purchasing  the  collection  at  a discount  of  15^ 
off  cost,  or  if  you  credit  the  profits  on  his  earlier  purchases  at,  I 
should  estimate,  25^  less  than  market  prices.  I declared  that  we  would 
not  accept  their  amount  without  examination,  but  the  collection  would 
have  to  show  that  it  had  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  coins  in  it  , and  that 
it  could  probably  be  reviewed,  as  he  had  preserved  invoices  and  the  tags 
of  cost  were  under  nearly  all  the  coins,  as  I know  myself.  I clearly 
made  this  a condition  of  the  sale,  and  the  executors  agreed  that  the  price 
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should  be  on  the  actual  cost. 

The  collection  contains  about  5,000  pieces  they  say,  and  it 
certainly  is  one  of  the  finest  collections  in  the  world.  Every  piece 
in  it  is  of  the  highest  preservation  and  quality,  and  selected  with 
the  most  fastidious  care.  ■- The r finest  things  for  years  that  I obtained 
in  Greek  Coins  I sold  to  Mr* . Bement.  It  would  immediately  make  your 
collection  rank  as  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world. 

About  three  or  four  years  ago,  Mr.  Bement  had  Mr.  Conparete, 
the  keeper  of  the  Mint  collection,  write  a brief  monograph  of  a selec- 
tion of  unusual  and  important  pieces  in  his  collection.  There  were 
550  specimens  in  all,  not  including,  I think,  the  specimens  from  the 
Weber  Collection,  which  he  acquired  more  recently. 

I also  stated  that  we  would  expect  full  opportunity  to  ex- 
amine the’ collection  and  make  any  list  we  might  desire,  and,  as  above 
mentioned , the  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  collection  would  have  to  be 
shown,  and  the  prices  would  be  dependent  upon  that. 

They  stated  that  they  had  consulted  Mr.  Newell,  President 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  who  had  seen  the  collection.  Mr. 
Newell,  who  has  recently  returned  from  a tour  all  over  Europe  , told 
them  that  he  believed  it  could  be  marketed  at  the  cost  prices. 

The  Roman  series,  which  I have  not  mentioned,  gold,  silver 
and  hronoe  are  all  in  the  highest  state  of  preservation.  Anything  you 
now  have  would  be  in  the  Bement  Collection,  and  you  would  have  one  or
